He thus admitted that he knew this 
'was the attack that was to be press 
ed home with the utmost persistence 
and determination: This while  in- 
teresting, is not helpful. The help- 
ful discovery was that revealed in 
| the Comparatively weak resistance of- 
fered to the French advance. 

Somew riters have expressed the 
opinion that~the en?my lincs oppos- 
ing the French were not held in gre- 
j ater strength merely because the 
Germans were convinced that our 
ally had suffered such losses at Ver- 
dun, and ‘is still so hard pressed 
| there that. a serious offensive on an- 
‘other part of the front could not 
be undertaken, Such a conclusion 
is scarcely justified. It would seem 
much mofe reasonable. to believe the 
enemy is and always has been pretty 
well informed concerning both the 
| British and French resources. There- 
fore it would seem to be much more 
reasonable to believe that the en- 
emy, understanding how great the 
menace on the British front really 
was, concentrated what he r?garded 
jas adequate forces to meet it, gnd 
‘did not then ha've enough additional 
power available to challenge the 
French more seriously than he has 
so far done. 

This conclusion is highly gratify- 
ing—but it is not unduly optimistic. 
Why should we not expect the enc- 
my’s man supply to be running out? 
There need be no mystery concerning 
it. We know Germany's population, 
We therefore know. the possible num- 
| ber of mtn she ofiginally had avail- 
able. We know that for two years 
the central powers have be2zn almost 
| constantly on the offensive. We know 
the number of hostile troops that 
have been captured. We know what 
our own losses have been. We know 
approximately, therefore, to what 
extent the enemy’s forces have been 
reduced. The most reliable military 
experts have calculated from these 
data that Germany and Austilia gre 
today fighting practically without 
reserves. In such circumstances with 
the Allies conducting g vigorous of- 
fensive on three fronts at once, it 
would appear to be -mathematically, 
necessnry for the enemy to make a 
choice of alternatives, and either ne- 
glect the French line to hold the 
British, or risk the chance of defeat 
by offering; equally and possibly in- 
adequate opposition to each. If this 
conclusion should be justified, we 
should: find in it the greatest reason 
for satisfaction—for if the enemy hag 
really reached the point where he 
must be content, with holding one 
part of the line by sacrificing  an- 
other, the hour of his doom lis .at 
“hand: © 

Whatever m= be the result of the 
present general offensive on the Rus- 
sian, French and Italian fronts, one 
thing is clear—and that is that the 
Germens from ‘this time forth will 
have to fight the style of fight that 
they least ‘like. They have lost the 
Lniative—their chief asset ever since 
the war started—and it can scarcely 
be believed that the Allies will ever 
let them rezain it. Their whole 
system of’ strategy is based on vio- 
lent and persistent attack, Now 
they are on the defensive., Now they 
must learn a new system of warfare. 
It is hard to get out of old habits 
—and many a battalion that can 
attack with the finest heroism has a 
tendency to'go to pieces when it 
finds itself pressed day after day 
by aggressive troops against whom 
there seems to be no hopes of ever 
turning the tables. German courage 
and disipline have been kept up larg- 
ly by the carefully taught belief that 
Germany was invincible. A few 
hasty and costly retreats will soon 
tirn that belief into. destructive 
skepticism. Then will come the de- 
luge. 

We shouid not expect any sweeping 


victory for some weeks yet. Indeed, 
it will be surprising if it should 
come then, -We must remember that 


the enemy has been fixed in his 
present position for nearly two years 
During that period he has had am- 
ple time, which he has not wasted, 
to convert the whole battle front 
into one solid fortress more than 
three hundred miles long. Even an 
old-time fortress was expected to 
hold out for a considerable — time. 
Therefore we ought not to expect the 
most nearly impregnable one that 
has ever teen constructed to fall 
after a few days or even weeks of 
assault—in spite of the almost in- 
credible power of modern artillery. -

provious attacks in that it is not 
an attémpt to rush fortified works 
that cannot be rushed, This offen- 
sive is in all respects a seige. High 
explosives, blow tho defences off the 
‘face of the earth. The infantry then 
advances and consolidates the posi- 
tions gained. ‘Then the artillery 
adyances to the same relative posi- 
tion to the front lines of the infan- 
try and repeats the operation. This 
process must be kept up until all de-

time seriously taken the infatiy? a- 
way from the enemy, and that the 
more. deliberate the operations are 
the smaller will be the number of 
those who will have to mourn the 
loss of dear ones who are offering 
their lives for their country.

The Alberta department of agricul- 
ture has coming off the press and 
available for itnmediate distribution 
a bulletin on timothy. seed product- 
jon in Alberta. Last year about 
ten cars of Alberta timothy secd 
went into the eastern market, and 
the superiority of the Alberta kernel 
is as evident in the case of the tim- 
othy as it has been in the case of 
Marquis wheat and Banner oats. 

The bulletin is quite timely. It 
deals with the market conditions 
and gives directions with regard to 
production and marketing. About 
400,000 bushels, or. two-thirds of the 
supply of timothy seed used in Can. 
ada comes from the United States. 
being produced on high priced lands 
and paying a 174 per cent war duty. 
It is easily seen at what an advan- 
tave the Canadian, and particularly 
the western seed grower, is with 
low priced lands and g market not 
only open but protected. The bulle- 
tin is quite complete with respect 
to settinz out soil adaptations,. me- 
thods of seeding, harvesting, slean- 
ing and marxetinz. Negotiations
